The offense charged against the 
odoriferous Charles Ramsey was fully 
Investigated by the (Irand Jury, and 
yesterday that body returned an indict- 
ment charging him with rape upon 
Wcaltha Frauces McOoon, a girl nearly 
thirteen years old.

ANOTHER CONTROVERSY. 



Should Railroads Pay County Fran- 
chise Tax Now the Question. 



Mr. Thomas W. Thomas, County At- 
torney of Warren county; Mr. Frank P. 
O'Doiinell, County Attorney of Mason, 
and W.t>. Davis, County Attorney of 
Woodford, met at Versailles Tuesday 
to talk over the argument that Is to be 
made today before tho State Hoard of 
Valuation and Assessment at Frankfort 
on the question of apportioning the 
valuation of franchises of the railroads 
to the various counties through which 
they pass. 

At present the railroads in Kentucky 
u:e paying a franchise tax to tho state, 
but nothing to the counties, claiming, 
under their construction of the statutes, 
thai they are exempt from payment of 
the latter. 

Attorney Davis of Versailles, who 
raised the present question and who is 
assisting the other County Attorneys of 
the state, says that other corporations 
are paying taxes on all theii property, 
both tangible and intangible, to the 
counties as well as to tho state.
